LITCHFIELD, Ill., Dec. 4.—Safe blow- 
ers early today wrecked the Postoffice 
at Farmersville, 16 miles north of here, 
damages business houses and residences 
and escaped with much booty before the 
frightened citizens ¢ould organize a 
posse. 

Residents of Farmersville, which is a 
prosperous village of 500 inhabitants in 
a rich agricultural district, were awak- 
ened at 1 o’clock by a series of fright- 
ful nitroglycerin explosions. Before 
they could recover from their fright and 
organize for pursuit’ the bandits were 
rapidly leaving town by the railroad 
track. 

The large safe was torn into snvlinters 
and the building was wrecked. The ex- 
plosion broke windows in all the busi- 
ness houses and many residences. Toe 
bright moon enabled the _ robbers to 
completely accomplish their purpose. It 
is said that $200 in stamps and }»1 6 
cash were taken from the Postoffice, 
the Postmaster having made his month- 
ly shipment a few davs before. 

The bandits obtained booty from 
stores, but the merchants have refused 
to say how much they lost. This is the 
second time the Farmersville Postoffice 
has been robbed in two years. 

The thieves were tracked to the IIli-

THIRTEEN NAMES GIVEN 


Note Says Death Has Been De- 
creed for T'wo European 
Rulers,

ST. PAUL, Dec. 4.—Mayor Smith has 
received a letter warning him of the 
intended assassination of Gov.

The letter requests that the Mayor 
communicate with the New York police 
and the “Reggio Calabria’’ deter- 
mine the true facts. Mayor Smith has 
referred the matter to the Italian Con- 
sul at Chicago and Chief of Police J. J. 
O’Connor of St. Paul, who has detect- 
ives rounding up the Italians of this 
city. 

“If any Italians brea loose in St. 
Paul,” says. the Chief, ‘‘there will he 
fome killings right from the start. We 
will treat them as mad dogs and inves- 
tigate aftegward.”’ 

Gov. Johnson, as far known, has 
'never offended any of the Italian race. 
Hie says he is not alarmed and attend- 
el] to his duties at the Capitol today. He 
is averse to «a special guard.

work and challenged one of our sharp- 
Shooters to single combat. Lieut. G—, 
a fine fellow, Standing at least six feet 
two in his stockings, accepted the chal- 
lenge, and they commenced what to 
them was sport. Life is cheap in this 
campaign! Both fired and the Confed- 
erate dropped. G ’s great size was 
So unusual that his opponent had the 
advantage and our men tried to make 
him give way toa smaller man. But, 
no! He would not listen, became very 
excited as his successes multiplied, and 
when darkness stopped the dueling he 
remained unscathed, while every oppo- 
nent had fallen victim to his unerring 
aim. 

“The lieutenant was so exhilarated 
that he claimed with much bluster a 
charmed life; said nothing would kill 
him; that he could stand any amount 
of dueling and this he would prove in 
the morning. When he was in his tent 
for the night we officers used every 
argument and entreaty to convince him 
of the foolhardiness and criminality of 
such a course and also assured him of 
the certainty of his death.
